SUBJECT: COMMUNIQUE, INTERPARLIAMENTARY MEETING 

1. AT CONCLUSION OF 15TH ANNUAL MEETING OF U.S. AND MEXICAN 
CONGRESSMEN, JOINT COMMUNIQUE WHICH FOLLOWS WAS ISSUED. 

BEGIN TEXT: 

A. DEMOCRATIC PRINCIPLES GUIDED THE MEETINGS HELD BY THE 
PARLIAMENTARIANS, WHO BELIEVE IN DEMOCRACY NOT ONLY AS A 
FORM OF GOVERNMENT BUT AS A WAY OF LIFE DESIGNED TO 
IMPROVE ECONOMIC AND SOCIAL CONDITIONS AND TO CREATE A 
SPIRIT OF UNDERSTAND NG AND COOPERATION AMONG INDIVIDUALS 
AND NATIONS. 

B. BOTH DELEGATIONS AFFIRM THAT THE POINTS OF AGREEMENT 
BETWEEN YOUR RESPECTIVE COUNTRIES ARE FAR MORE NUMEROUS AND 
FAR MORE PROFOUND THAN POINTS XOF DISAGREEMENT, AND BOTH 
COMMEND TO THEIR RESPECTIVE NATIONS FULL CONSIDERATION 

OF THIS FACT. 
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C. XBOTH DELEGETION S RECOGNIZE THE NEED FOR CHANGES IN 
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THE ORGANIZATION OF AMERINAN STATES (OAS) AND THE INTER- 
AMERICAN TREATY OF RECIPROCAL ASSISTANCE ON ORDER TO MAKE 
THEM MORE RESPONSIVE TO THE NEEDS OF THE COUNTRIES OF THE 
HEMISPHERE. 

D. IN ADDITION, THE TWO DELEGATIONS ARE CONVINCED THAT 
THE MEMBERS OF THE OAS SHOULD RECONSIDER THE SANCTIONS 
IMPOSED ON THE REPUBLIC OF CUBA AND THAT ALL THE COUNTRIES 
OF THE HEMISPHERE SHOULD ENCOURAGE HEMISPHERE COOPERATION SO 
THAT PROBLEMS OF COMMON INTEREST CAN BE SOLVED. 

3. OCEAN RESOURCES 

CONSTITUTE A BASIC SOURCE OF FOOD 

FOR HUMAN CONSUMPTION. IT IS THEREFORE NECESSARY TO RATIONALIZE 
EXPLOITATION OF THESE RESOURCES SO THAT OPTIMUM AND LASTING 
YIELDS CAN BE OBTAINED. CONSEQUENTLY. IT IS ESSENTIAL 
THAT AT THIS STAGE OF THE THIRD UNITED NATIONS CONFERENCE ON 
THE LAW OF THE SEA, PRESENTLY BEING HELD IN GENEVA, A 
COMPROMISE FOR- 
MULA BE ACHIEVED. A BROAD-BASED LAW OF THE SEA 
TREATY, FOUNDED ON THE PRINCIPLES OF JUSTICE AND EQUALITY, 

MUST BE CONCLUDED AS SOON AS POSSIBLE. 

F. THE DELEGATES OF BOTH COUNTRIES ARE OF THE OPINION THAT 
ONLY THROUGH THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A NEW INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC ORDER WILL IT BE POSSIBLE TO REDUCE THE ENORMOUS 
GAP SEPARATING THE INDUSTRIALIZED COUNTRIES FROM THE 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES. MULTILATERAL AND BILATERAL ASSISTANCE 
PROGRAMS WHICH SERVE TO REDUCE THIS GAP MAKE A CONTRIBUTION 
TO THE STABILITY AND PEACE OF THE WORLD. 

G. THE EFFORTS CURRENTLY BEING MADE BY THE UNITED NATIONS 

TO PUT AN END TO COLONIALISM ARE OF GREAT MERIT. THE REMNANTS 
OF IMPERIALISM AND COLONIALISM CONSTITUTE AN OBSTACLE TO 
ACHIEVING WORLD PEACE. THE UNITED NATIONS DESERVES 
THE RECOGNITION AND APPLAUSE OF THE FIFTEENTH MEXICO-UNITED 
STATES INTERPARLIAMENTARY MEETING BECAUSE OF ITS EFFORTS TO 
ACHIEVE WORLD DISARMAMENT; BECAUSE OF ITS STRUGGLE IN FAVOR 
OF THE DENUCLEARIZATION OF VARIOUS AREAS OF THE WORLD, 
EMULATING THE EXAMPLE SET BY LATIN AMERICA IN SUBSCRIBING TO 
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AND PROMOTING THE TREATY OF TLATELOLCO. AND BECAUSE OF ITS 
SNTIRING EFFORTS TO ESTABTISH WORLD-WIDE RESPENT FOR HUMAN 
RIGHTS AND TO ELIMINATE DISCRIMINATION AND "APARTHEID" 

IN EVERY CORNER OF THE EARTH. 

H. THE REPRESENTATIVES OF BOTH NATIONS CONDEMN THE ACTIVITIES 
OF MULTINATIONAL CORPORATIONS WHEN THOSE ACTIVITIES CONSTITUTE 
INTERVENTION IN THE DOMESTIC AFFAIRS OF THE COUNTRIES IN WHICH 
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THEY OPERATE. I IS ONLY THROUGH RECIPROCAL RESPECT FOR 
POLITICAL AND ECONOMIC INDEPENDENNE THAT A CLIMATE OF 
POSITIVE COOPERATION CAN BE ACHIVED IN THE INTERNATIONAL 
ECONOMIC ORDER. IT WAS NOTED THAT, AS A GENERAL RULE. 
MULTINATIONAL CORPORATIONS WHICH VILATE BASIC STANDARDS OF 
CONDUCT DO SO NOT ONLY IN THE HOST COUNTRY BUT ALSO IN THEIR 
COUNTRY OF ORIGIN. 

I. BOTH DELEGATIONS INDICATED INTEREST IN LEGISLATION WHICH 
HAS BEEN INTRODUCED IN THE UNITED STATES CONGRESS TO MAKE 
ALL LATIN AMERICAN COUNTRIES ELIGIBLE FOR BENEFITS OF TITLE 
V OF THE UNITED STATES FOREIGN TRADE ACT, WHICH AUTHORIZES 
A GENERALIZED SYSTEM OF PREFERENCES. 

J. BOTH DELEGATIONS ALSO EXPRESSED THEIR INTEREST IN THE 
PRESERVATION OF MEXICO'S INTERESTS, AS PROVISIONS OF THE 
FOREIGN TRADE ACT ARE IMPLEMENTED BY THE EXECUTIVE BRANCH 
OF THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT. 

K. THE DELEGATIONS RECOGNIZED THE IMPORTANCE OF TOURISM 
BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND MEXICO, AND AGREED THAT THIS 
ACTIVITY IS OF GREAT SOCIAL AS WELL AS ECONOMIC IMPORTANCE. 

FULL RECOGNITION WAS ALSO GIVEN TO THE FACT THAT TOURISM 

IS AN IMPORTANT FACTOR IN IMPROVING THE BALANCE OF PAYMENTS 

OF BOTH NATIONS. THE TWO DELEGATIONS EXPRESSED THE 

HOPE OF INCREASING TOURISM BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND MEXICO. 

L. THERE ZAS FULL ACCEPTANCE OF XPROPOSALS TO EXPAND 
CULTURAL, SCIENTIFIC, AND TECHNOLOGICAL EXNHAGES THAT BENEFIT 
BOTH PEOPLES, AND IT WAS AGREED TO PROMOTE THE PROMPT 
APPLICATION OF EFFECTIVE MEASURES TO ACHIEVE THESE GOALS. 

M. BOTH COUNTRIES RECOGNIZE THE IMPORTANCE OF CONTINUING 
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CONTROL OF DRUG TRAFFIC WITHIN THEIR BORDERS AND BETWEEN 
BOTH COUNTRIES. END TEXT.
